Comment of thé British press upon the Anglo 
‘French armamept understanding has in the main 
been -gratifyingly friendly to the American view- 
voint and critical of the government's plan, 


more candid criticism is to be found naturally in 
the opposition press and it may be in some meas- 
ure discounted as -party politics. But the net 
jeffect is strongly against the government plan 
and we find that even the strong government 
supporters, like the London Times, are adopting 
a tone of deprecation and pish tushing criticism 
rather. than defending the plan aggressively. Thus 
the Times assures its readers that “ the substance 
of. the very harmless Anglo-French naval compro- 
has been generally known for some time 
past.” .It addresses itself chiefly to the charge 
of diplomatic secrecy and denies that the under- 
standing was reached surreptitiously so far as| 
the American government is concerned, and, with 
‘an ingenuousness we can hardly feel is real, it 
remarks that now the understanding is known to 
the public, “ the revelation amounts, after all, to | 
very little.” . | 
All it amounts to is that “the French have 
abandoned the principle of estimating naval re- 
cuirements by a total tonnage and have accepted 
the British thesis of an estimate by categories. 
Th®y have further agreed that there shall be no 
limitations on small cruisers and small subnii- 
fines, but—and this is the important point—that 


carrying eight inch guns.™. 
In other words, all it amounts to, in its naval 
phase, is that the French have promised to vote 
with Great Britain for a formula of naval limita- 
tion which will limit the United States in building 
the type of cruisers necessary for naval effective 
ness in our conditions and which will leave the 
British free to unlimited development of naval 
types effective in her con@tions. ‘ 
That-is all it amounts to. The rumpus, ex- 
plains the Times, is merely because “the atmos- 
phere has been poisoned by a prolonged campaign 
of misrepresentation.” In the same way we were 
told that this same scheme failed at Geneva be- 
cause it was misrepresented by the American 
press to the American DEgPle. But the Times does 
not polrit out what -has been‘ misrepresented. The 
plan is plain. It is the same plan rejected at Ge 
neva. What this unimportant revelation amounts 
to is simply that France has agreed to support 
the plan America at Geneva refused to have im- 
posed upon it When the Times says it was an 
effort “to establish a basis on which the other 
powers might agree,” it decefVes nobody. The 
British and French governments had no reason 
to expect that the plan rejected at Geneva by our 
delegates, with the undoubted approval of the 
American press and public, offers a basis of agree- 
ment now, unless it has been taking too seriously 
the praise of Woodrow W by Gov.

START ON NOV. 1 


| Daily airplane passenger service oc- 
tween Chicago and Detroit will be 
started Nov. 1, it was announeed here 
yesterday by William B. Stout, presi 
ident of the Stout Afr Service, Inc. 
| With the addition of this air line 


Chicago will have six regularly sched- 
uled air passenger carriers leading 
;to the principal cities of the middie 
| west. 

Planes will leave Chicago and De- 
troit simultaneously at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, covering the air dis- 
{tance of 250 miles in two and one- 
half hours. In Detroit the planes 
will make connections with the Michi- 
gan Central railroad limited to New 
York. The Ford airport will be used 
as the landing field in Detroit. 

Twelve passenger tri-motored Ford 
cabin planes will be used in the new 
service. Transportation from the 
business sections of each city to the 
airports wil] be provided free to each 
ticket holder.

BY BOB BECKER. 

From a “shotout” state to one 
that records a two year legal kill 
of 17,000 buck deer, 2,000 does, and 
1,400 black bears. From a “no ver- 
min control” situation to a scientific 
program whereby bounties are paid 
annually on the following game kill- 
ers: Four hundred and fifty wildcats, 
11,000 foxes, and 25,000 weasels. From 
no game refuges and no publi¢ shoot- 
ing grounds to a Vast statewide sys- 
tem with 26 large refuges, each with 
resident game keeper; 67 smaller 
refuges and many public shooting 
grounds. This is- what Pennsylvania 
has done in the last few years. 

Meanwhile the thousands of sports- 
men in Illinois who are still flounder- 
ing around with this question of more 
game, vermin control, refuges, and 
other allied problems may well turn 
their eyes to Pennsylvania. There 
they can learn how conservation and 
lots of hunting may go hand in handi 
when science, instead of politics, sits 
in at the conservation conferences 
and wise laws and wise leaders work 
to put more game in the coverts. 

Although Illinois and its neighbor 
states are’ on the upgrade as far as 
their conservation departments are 
concerned we have a long ways to go 
to catch up with Pennsylvania’s mar- 
velous system. As Illinois hunters 
enter another hunting season crying 
for ‘more game and more places to 
shoot there are four pertinent fea- 
tures of the Pennsylvania system 
which should be kept in mind. The 
genera] assembly of the Quaker state 
raised the hunting license from $1.25 
to $2, the additional revenue to be ex- 
pended by the consérvation board to 
purchase and maintain refuge areas. 
Instead of game wardens they have 
“game protectors”’ who, instead , 
being regarded~ as snoopers, are 
looked upon as fellow sportsmen work-/ 
ing for more game.

they need, or certainly as nearly that 
as lies within their power financially. 
Then. the boy will value his college 
training, take it seriously, and still not 
be driven too hard. 

Such conclusions from such sources, 
coinciding like that, are certainly wor- 
thy of consideration. If you are com- 
fortably situated, if your boy is in 
college now or wants to go next year 
—think this over carefully. Sometimes 
in trying to be sensible we bend over 
back wards.
